SLAYER OF U. S. 


SENATOR KILLED

Cooper, Whose Father 
Fought Carmack,

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 80.—Robin 


J. Cooper, a Nashville attorney, whose 
trial for the killing of former United | 
States Senator Edward W. Carmack | 
during the celebrated pistol duel be- | 
tween his father, Col. D. B. Cooper, | 
and Carmack in 1908, attracted coun- 
try-wide attention, has been murdered | 
here under mysterious circumstances. 
Cooper’s body was taken from Rich. | 
land creek today soon after his blood- 
stained automobile had been ‘ound on | 
a bridge near his home in the fash- | 
ionable Belle Meade Park section. The : 
skull had been crushed, but there were 
evidences that a violent struggle had | 
taken place before the ‘fatal blow was. 
struck. 

A coroner’s inquest late today devel- 
oped no clews to the murderer or mur- 
derers, but the police are proceeding 
on the theory that Cooper was lured 
from his home by persons determined | 
to rob him, 


Victim Had Drawn $10,000. 

This theory is based largely upon 
evidence that Cooper drew $10,000 from 
a bank a short time before he diszp- 
peared last Thursday night. ; 

The authorities assume that the 
young lawyer was lured from his home 
to the secluded bridge over the creck, 
and there done to death. The condi- 
tion of his clothing indicated that he 
had been dragged some distance be- 
fore he was thrown into the water. _

Recalls Sensational Case. 
The Carmack tragedy, one of the 
most notable in the history of Ten- 
nesses, grew out of the Carmack-Pat- 
terson race for governor in 190%, in 
which Col. D. B. Cooper, father of 
Robin J. Cooper, was one of Patter- 
son’s closest advisers. 
In the fatal encounter, which oc- 
curred on an uptown street of Nash- 
ville, Nov. 9, 1908, the son fired the 
shot which ended Carmack’s life, and 
in the shooting was himself wounded. 
Father and son were convicted of ra'r- 
der in the second degree in the lower 
court, but on the appeal of the case 
to the Superme court the ver‘tict wae 
reversed as to the son, the judges 
standing three to two.

Tuesday on the soldier bonus plan 
to pay each soldier, sailor, marine, or 
nurse in the world war $10 a month 
for the same number of months they 
were in service. 

If approved, the amounts levied will 
be included in the next tax roil and 
collected in January next. Payments 
will then be made through the service 
recognition board, composed of Gov.

The referendum bill provides for a 
tax levy of $15,000,000, of which $5.

vidals having a net income of over 
$12,000 will pay at the rate of 6 per 
cent. 

The tax rate on the general property 
shall not exceed 3 mills on each dollar 
of assessed valuation.

‘THE NISLICK. 


HE problem of playing out of a 
sand pit or some sir i’*r hazard 
is one that must be faced fairly 
frequently by every player, how 

ever skillful, who plays on a well 
Planned course. 

Traps are placed to catch tee shots 
that lack even a little of perfection, 
and protect 
putting greens 
against the suc- 
cess of inaccurate 
approaches. Traps 
lie in wait at every 
point where the 
ambitious player 
is tempted to take 
a chance either to 
better par or to 
retrieve a misfor- 
tune. Every play- 
er, therefore, goon- 
er or later, finds 
himself in a trap. 

Besides this, it is 
a sad fact that 
failure to get out of a trap successfully 
usually costs not one stroke but sev- 


eral 
Stady Way to Escape, 


Now, the one best way to get out 
of a trap is to decide on exactly the 
right shot and play it. The ability to 
do this regu can be obtained in 
only one way—that is, by long and 
careful study and practice. 

As a matter of fact, skill and cor- 
rect form are more necessary when 
playing out of trouble than at any 
other time. In a perfect lie on the fair- 
way almost any sort of shot may give 
satisfactory results. In a pit or in 
rough grass perfect play is the only 
effective play. Yet even among play- 
ers who will devote much time to prac- 
ticing drives and approaches and putts 
there are very few who will take the 
pains to master shots from the rough 
or from pits and other hazards. 

Most players when in difficulties try 
to get out by main strength and awk- 
wardness. Such efforts are seldom 
successful. If they do not cost at least 
one extra stroke, the player has to 
thank not himself but his luck.

[NEWS OF THE CROPS | 


John Inglis, the Logan & Bryan crop ex- 
pert, says: ‘* Conditions have been favorable 
the last month over most of the corn belt, 
Central and northern states are exception- 
ally good; condition has been lowered in 
some important sections. Eastern Oklahoma, 
eastern Kansas, southern Missouri, and southb- 
ern Illinois have lacked moisture in wide 
areas, so that the crop is spotted. Nowhere 
has loss been so severe as last year; crop is 
maturing rapidly; cutting will be general by 
Sept. 15; quality promises to be the bess we 
have had for some years; will be ready to 
move in November.” 


KANSAS CROP PROSPECTS. 

The Kansas crop report indicating 56,445,- 
000 ‘bu of corn suggests an average yield of 
13.7 bu per acre on 4,190,000 acres planted. 
The acreage is the smallest since 1881, but 
the yield is 12,000,000 bu over last year. 

Sorghums have’ stood the dry weather, 
showing conditions ranging from 24 to 33.1 
points higher than the 43.8 percentage con- 
dition of corn. The acreage is 1,881,000,.or 
40 per cent under last year’s. Acreage in 
kaffir corn is 729,000, or 577,747 acres, equal 
to 42.6 cent less than last year. Condi- 
tion is 87.8, or 14.4 points higher than a 
year ago. In milo maize there is 227,000 
acres, or 174,000 short of Iast year, with 
@ condition of 76.5. Feterita acreage de- 
creased 61 per cent, with 76.800 acres planted 
and a condition of 73.4. Cane sorghum acre- 
age is 719,000, or 144,600 acres less than 
last year, with a condition of 76.9. Broom- 
corn acreage is only a little more than one 
third of last year’s, which was 57,992, and 
is now 20,384, condition 725. -

country. Detail man to handle case and 
Signed, Pershing. 


I had known for some time that a few 
of our troops had sucveeded in getting into 
Spain, but this was a far more serious mat- 
ter. “ Major, I am issuing confidential orders 
detailing you to handle this case, and you 
ean call upon any one necessary to assist 
you. You know how we feel regarding the 
Spanish government—that they are not 


-eodperating with us in preventing this. Of 


course, there is a reason. You see, when one 
of our men gets into Spain, they intern him, 


_or at least they pretend to, and we are 


forced to recompense the Spanish govern- 
ment for the cost of feeding these men; they 
also receive their pay through that gov- 
ernment. It really makes quite an item; 
and, as the rate of exchange now favors 
Spain, she is making a good profit on these 
deserters. Another danger from this is 
that in Spain there are many German agents 
or spies who are obtaining valuable infor- 
mation from these men. It is up to you 
to stop it! And I wish you luck in your un- 
‘dertaking.” 

A drafted army must naturally contain 
many men who are cowards or men who, 
having blood relatives in Germany, never 
intended to fight if there was a chance to 


get away. Many of these men were suc- 


cessful in escaping before they left the 
States; while others, who were not so lucky, 
watched their chance and deserted as soon 
as possible after landing in France. 

Our first move was to visit the various 


French frontier towns and arrange with the — 


local French officials to arrest any officer or 
enlisted man who could not show a proper 
pass allowing him to be in that district. This 
arrangement did not prove effective, how- 
ver, because, at this time, we had numerous 
forestry regiments in southern France who 
were busily engaged in cutting trees and 
sawing them into lumber for the allied use 
on the front.

convinced that if there was. no organized 
effort to get the allied deserters into that 


country, there must be a well known path 
which the majority followed. I found that 
some of the men who were in Spain were 
not backward about telling how they had 
purchased passports, and were only awaiting 
an opportunity to pass on into Austria, or 
even into Germany. Although trying my 
hai dest, and I had two of my best men help- 
ing me, I could not learn how any of them 
passed over the border. 


I then returned to my headquarters, and 
was planning on having every train stopped 
and searched, and also on placing men on 
each train to watch for these deserters, 
when, by chance, one of our colored military 
police one night arrested three soldiers at 
St. Sulpice. This M. P. was standing on the 
platform watching the Paris-Bordeaux night 
express, which had been held up there, owing

they were to report to him.

With a strong guard, these 
three men were placed in an automobile and 
brought to Bordeaux.

and ideale of our republic. 

“In this solemn hour of our nation’s 
life, it is our earnest hope that our 
republic may be safeguarded in its 
unswerving desire for peace; that our 
people may be spared the horrors and 
the burdens of war; that they may 
have the opportunity to cultivate and 


develop the arts of peace, human broth- 
erhood, and a higher civilization. 
“But, despite all our endeavors and 
hopes, should our country be drawn 
into the maelstrom of the European 
conflict, we, with these ideals of liberty 
and justice herein deciared, as the in- 
dispensable basis for national policies, 
offer our services to our country in 
every field of activity, to defend, safe 
guard, and preserve the republiix of the 
United States of America against its 
enemies whomsoever they may be, and 
we call upon our fellow workers and

With this emphatic pronouncement 


lof Labor’s devotion to the republic, to 


the great democratic cause of the 
world, and with other developments 


|that came quickly in those days on 


the eve of the war and in the days 
that followed so rapidly when war be- 
came a grim and real thing among us, 
employers everywhere came to see 
that the American labor movement 


was something more than had. been 


pictured to them through the preju- 
diced briefs of their hired lawyers. 
They came to see it in something of 
its true light. They came to under- 
stand it as one of the great protect- 
ing bulwarks of democracy. More than 
that, they came to see it as a great 
creator of democracy. 

In the declaration of March 12, from 
which I have just quoted. there were 
many other paragraphs equally vital. 
In fact, the document was a complete 
code, a complete expression of our be- 
liefs, of our faith and of our aime in 


that crucial hour. One paragraph es- 


pecially bears significantly upon the 
trend toward a more general recogni- 
tion of functions and rights of labor. 
It reads: | 


“Finally, in order to safeguard al! 


the interests of the wage earners, or-. 


ganized labor should have representa- 
tion on all agencies determining and 


administering policies for national de- | 


fense. It is particularly important that 
organized labor should have representa 
tives on all boards authorized to con- 
trol publicly during war times. The 
workers have suffered much injustice 
in war times by imitations upon their 
right to speak freely and to secure 
publicity for their just grievances.” 

Thus, through the change in th: 
minds of men and through the change 
in our economiq and social] and po- 
litical life, as well as through the 
change in the character and thought 
of labor itself, Labor stepped into the 
great war, abreast of every other fac 
tor in our national makeup, a guiding 
force in the tide of events! 

¢ * 

ISTORY records no other war in 
which labor helped to mold and 
execute policy. Beginning with 
the Council of National Defense 

and going through almost the whole 
ramification of the nation’s immense 
war machinery, the men and women 
of labor sat in council and helped to 
direct the work of winning the war. 
Some critics of the American labor 
movement have said that it has no 
definite program, no formula that in- 
dicates just where it is going. I know 


of no more emphatic answer than to 
point to the’road over which we have 
come in ten years. I suggest that it 
shows the direction in which we are. 
going; it shows, moreover, that we ar@ 
gving. 

One June 19, carrying out the spiri@ 
of the labor declaration of March 1% 
am agreement was entered into be .

cantonment is situated. Consideration 
shall be given to special circumstances, 
if any, arising after said date, which 
may require particular advances iz 
wages or changes in other standards. 
Adjustment of wages, hours or cond« 
tions made by such board are to br 
traated as binding by all parties.” 

On Aug. 10 Secretary of the Navy Jo 
sephus Daniela approved the agree» 
ment for the United States navy. 

Similar agreements were entere’ 
into with the United States shipro--¢ 
board and with various governmenta, 
agencies. Under such agreements the 
great national army cantonments were 
erected in record time. 

On March 29, 1918, the war labor 
conference board, appointed by the 
secretary of labor, William B. Wilson 
upon the nomination of the president 
of the national industrial confefente 
board and the president of the Amer» 
can Federation of Labor, reported to. 
President Wilson a plan for dealing 
with industrial disputes and issues dur 
ing the war. President Wilson, by prow 
lamation, then brought the nations: 
war labor board into official existency 
stating that the principles laid down br 
the war labor conference board were 
to be the principles guiding the- ta 
tional war labor board. 

Included in the set of principles was 
this: “The right of workers to organ-, 
ize and bargain collectivély through 
chosen representatives is recognized 
and affirmed.

THE STONE. 

Mecca, the: holy ity of the Mo- 
hammedans, there’ are two objects 

‘of supreme interest. One is the 
Kaaba, or cubical mosque of Islam, 
and the other is the famous black 
stone, which is kept inside, We know. 
of the origin of the two only through 
legends. When history dawned in 
Arabia, long before the time of Moham- 
med, the rites attending the worship 
of the black stone were in existence. 
The story which the Arabs tell con- 


jcerning how the black stone came to 
{them {s this: 


Before the coming of the 
stone, Arabia was a land wherein there 
was strife and bloodshed—and no 
man’s life was safe. Allah, perceiving 
‘the wickedness of men, took a stone 


it down to ind. The dwellers in 
the desert heard a peal like thunder, 
although the air was clear and hot, 
and saw a flaming form descending 
from the sky. They ran to it, but the 
first who approached it stopped, stag- 
gered, and fell, and when they arose 
they were blind. for the radiance of 
the stone was more than mortal eye 
could endure. 


The stone was/of the puresi white 
'when it fell, but it turned black the 
instant a sinner touched it® The men 
who had found it bore it to their city 
and made a house for it, and kept it 
there, where all who came might know 
of the greatness cf Allah. 

The black stone is described by the 
few outsiders who have seen it as a 
rough oval, about seven’ inches 
through. It has the pit marks and 
curious melted appearance so charac- 
teristic of meteors that there is little 
doubt that it is truly of celestial or- 
igin, and actually fell from the sky. 
It'appears to be of that form of meteor 
known as an aerolite, or stony ‘body, 
to distinguish it from the true meteor- 
ites, which are made of iron and other 
metals. 

The black stone is kept in the south- 
east corner of the Kaaba, which is a 
rughly cubical structure without win- 
dows, and with only one entrance, a 
door fully seven feet from the ground. 
The Kaaba is not the identical struc- 


med’s time, although it preserves the 
same form and contains many of the 
same stones. The original Kaaba was 
destroyed by fire several hundred 
years ago. The black stone was 
cracked in this conflagration, and its

The entrance 
is on the northern face,. suggesting

have been ignorant of these great 
structures, as the two countries lie so 
close together. The absence of win- 
dows is another pyramidlike feature.

But for those of us who beHeve that it is of less 
snoment to the United States that a covenant be 
adopted by the nationg at once than that our com- 
mitments be unmistakably limited by considera- 
tions of our securify and yital interests it is highly 
important that the actual issues of the controversy 
be kept clearly in view until they are determined.

“The members of the league undertake to re- 
spect and preserve, as against éxternal aggression, 
tlre territorial integrity and existing pcNtical inde- 
pendence of all members of the league.

Nurses were confined to quarters for a month for having 
been seen talking to a private. And sergeants were de- 
moted and fined for the same cause. At last, toward the 
end of April, announcement was made that the law was 
a mistake, and that the order was automatically revoked; 
there had never been any authority for it. After most g 
the A. E. F. had gone home, and the heads at Chaumont 
were beginning to feag the wrathful opinion of the people ;

Possibly most of these incidents strike the reader as 
trivial. Probably they are, when taken separately. But 
when it is taken into consideration that these are only 
sample incidents to illustrate the treatment which was 
constantly being handed out to the men during the war 
and while they were waiting to return to: America, the 
aspect changes.

Never again can a great American army be held to- 
gether by force alone, through universa) military train- 
ing of without it; its leaders must be guided chiefly by 
the principles.of humanity.

For the “man in the street” 
his name means his “ Humorésque” as played by the in- 
imitable Fritz Kreisler, or wheezed oft by some unmusical 
instrument of torture; canned music; in the consecrated 
phrase of Arthur Whiting, “ musical waxworks,”

and other trifles; gnese, however, do not trouble Or soothe 
the digestion of table d’hétes. With “Old Borax,” as 
in tow, 
I assured Mrs. Thurber that he Would be @afe th my hands, 
and then I procceded to show him*certain sections of eur 
old town, chiefly the near east side. As he was a fervent 
Roman Catholic, I found a Bohemian church for him; he 
invariably began his day by attending the first mass. 

Jauntily I invited him to taste the treacherous national 
drink called whisky cocktail. He nodded with that head 
which looked like an angry bulldog bearded, At first he 
scared me with his fierce Slavonic eyes, yet he was as mild- 
mannered a musical pirate es ever scuttied a pupil’s coun- 
terpoint.

Now, alcohol I abhor. Therefore I stuck to my usual 
three-voiced invention of hops, malt, and water. We con- 
versed in German, for he knew no English, and I rejoiced 
at meeting a man whose Teutonic accent, above all whose 
grammar, was worse than mine. Yet we got along swim- 
mingly—an appropriate enough image, as. the thirst 
weather was wet, though not sgually.

The Rev. Robert H. Beattie, D. D., 
has left the First Presbyterian church 
of Austin to become president of the 
Presbyterian training school for lay 
workers and associate pastor of the 
Sedond Presbyterian chureh, Twenti- 
eth! street and Michigan avenue.

S I passed through Ypres on my 
way to Haig, tnere were Miat- 
fest signs of unusual excite- 
ment, and some shells were al- 

ready falling in the place. It is won- 
derful with what rapidity the con- 
tagion of panic spreads through a civil- 
ian population. I saw loaded vehicles 
leaving the town and people were gath- 
ered in groups about the streets chat- 
tering like monkeys or rushing hither 
and thither with frightened faces. 


As we passed by the ancient Cloth 
hall, the old cathedral, and other splen- 
did examples of Flemish architecture 
for which this town was famed, I did 
not realize how soon the atmosphere 
of German “ frightfulness” was to re- 
duce all these. noble buildings to a 
heap of ruins. Although today Ypres 
as a city has ceased to exist, Iam thank- 
ful to know that no German soldier 
has ever set foot within ite walls save 
as a prisoner. 
they did not pass; and the glory is 
that of every soldier in the ranks. 


On reaching the eastern exit of the 
town, on my way to Hooge,.I was 
stopped by a guard specially posted 
by first corps headquarters, with or- 
ders to prevent any one leaving the 
city. . 


Satisfying them as to my identity, 
I proceeded on my way. I had not 
gone more than a mile when the traffic 
on the road began to assume a. most 
anxious and threatening appearance. 
It looked as if the whole of the first 
corps was about to fall back in con- 
fusion on Ypres. Heavy howitzers 
were moving west at a trot—always 
a most significant feature of a re- 
treat—and ammunition, and other wag- 
ons blocked the road almost as far as 
thé eye could see. In the midst of 
the press of traffic and along both 
sides of the road crowds of wounded 
came limping along as fast as they 
could go, all heading for Ypres. Shells 
were screaming overhead and bursting 
with reverberating explosions in the 
adjacent fields. 


This spectacle filled me with mis- 
giving and alarm. It was impossible 
for my motor car to proceed at any 
pace, so we alighted and covered the 
rest of the way to Haig’s headquarters 
on foot, nor did I receive any encour- 
agement on the way to hope for better

Gets Report from Haig. 


FOUND Haig and John Gough, his 
chief of staff, in one of the rooms on 
the ground floor poring over maps 


Here, as at Verdun,, 


But, though much perturbed in mind 
and very tired in body and brain, Haig 
was cool and alert as ever. _ 

Both he and Gough gave me a bad 
account of the state of alfairs. 

This is what happened on the front 
of the first corps: In the morning the po- 
sition along the line was normal. About 
10 o’clock rather a disturbing situa- 
tion developed south and southeast of 
Gheluvelt. <A local counter. attack 
failed and some trenches east of the 
village had to be abandoned. There 
was heavy shelling along the front of 
the 7th division and of the 2d brigade 
(2d battalion, Royal Sussex regiment; 
lst battalion, Lancs. Regiment, . Ist 
battalion, Northampton regiment, and 
2d battalion, K. R. R.), but no > infantry 
attack. 

At 10:30 a. m. the ist division line, 
horth of the Ypres-Menin road, was 
forced to retire in face of a heavy in- 
fantry attack, 
Lomax, commanding the division, or- 
dered the lst (guards) brigade (ist bat- 
talion Scots guards, lst battalion Black 
Watch, and ist battalion Cameron 
Highlanders) north of the road, to be 
ready to enfilade the enemy’s advance. 

By 11:30 a. m., thanks to strong 
support from our artillery, the situa- 
tion about Gheluvelt became easier, but 
at 12:15 p. m. the enemy were again 
reported to be massing east of the vil- 


lage, and the situation once more be-. 


came threatening. 

The G. O. C. Ist division made ar 
rangements, for calling on the 2d Wor- 
cesters (5th brigade, 2d division) for a 
counter attack due south, if necessary. 


Shortly before this, owing to a report 


from the 2d cavalry division that suc 
cessive lines of Germany infantry were 
massing for attack against O6cestta- 
verne, and in response to an urgent call 
by the cavalry corps, the 6th cavalry 
brigade (3d dragoon guards, 1st dra- 
goons and 10th hussars), one battery 
R. F. A. and one battery howitzers 
were sent at 11 a. m. to their support. 
The 7th cavalry brigade (ist and 2d life 


guards and royal horse guards) was 


moved at 10:30 a. m. to a point midway 
between Hooge and Zillebeke. 

At 12:30 in the afternoon the Ger- 
mans developed their attack against 
Gheluvelt in great force, and the line 


covered by artillery.

“Why the Mileage Guarantee?” and 
in providing a negative answer inci- 
dentally predicts some radical changes 
from the present system of tire mer- 
chandising. 

“JT make the prediction,” says the 
veteran of the automobile racing 
world, who now is a distributor of 
tires, “that within a few years the 
so-called guarantee on new tires will 
disappear and instead of selling tires 
on a fixed mileage basis a sounder 
method will be used.

There is frequently danger of short ' 
circuits in the battery because of the § 
“fact that one of the terminals is located . 
near the metal handle used for lifting 
the battery. To obviaté this danger it 
is only necessary to slip a short length 
of rubber tubing over the wire at the< 
point where the contact might be made. 
To do this the tubing should be slit 
lengthwise, slipped over the wire and 
taped firmly in place. It is a good plan 
to follow this practice wherever there is 
danger of the wires rubbing off their 
insulation and so establishing a@ short . 
circuit.

If 
there is doubt as to just where the 
trouble lies, this operation should be 
carried out on each plug until the 
guilty one is found. 

To determine which plug is at fault 
there is no better method than the old 
fashioned one of the hammer or screw- 
driver. While the engine is running 
short circuit the plug by holding the 
metal of the tube against the top of 
the plug and the cylinder. If therg is 
no change in the firing of the engine, 
as told by the sound, yow have found 
the faulty cylinder. In the case of 
engines having separate exhaust pas- 
sages for each cylinder it was an easy 
matter to find one that was not firing 
by dropping a little water on each 
in turn. Naturally the exhaust of the 
cylinder that was not firing would be 
cool, while the others would be hot.
